Ow October 14, the day following that on which Chief Justice McKean deli- 
vered the opinion, in which he overruled the motion to quash the indictment 
ef President Young, the counsel for the defendant presented the following

We, the undersigned, of counsel for the defendant in the above entitled 
cause, respectfully except to ihe following language of your honor in your 
opinion upon the motion to quash the indictment herein: 

„The Supreme Court of California has well said: Courts are bound to take 
notice of tho political and social condition of the country which they 2 
rule.

Under ordinary circumstances, in reviewing the proceedings of a high judi- 
cial tribunal, and the decisions of experienced and learned judges, it is our 
pleasure and duty to avoid all political allusions and arguments, satisfied that 
the ends of justice are no more to be subserved by captious journalistic criti- 
cism than by a departure on the part of the bench from the realms of strict legal 
construction and equity, in order to conciliate partisan clamor or to subserve 
purely political purposes. Although during the period of our great sectional 
war, there may have been some excuse for this species of politice-judicial inves- 
tigation in the trying exigencies of 2 we had hoped that in a 
time of entire peace, when law and order reign supreme, that the judiciary 
would content itself with the exercise of its legitimate functions as the honest 
interpreter of the laws of the land and the sworn administrator of justice 
according to established forms and legal precedents. But when the Chief- 
Justice of this Territory, who claims to rule judicially” over 100,000 souls, 
representing as well the Government of the United States, substantially 
claims from his place upon the bench, that a case before him must be 
political rather than by | standards; assuming that it is a case in whi 
the ordinary precedures of courts of law are inapplicable ; that this trial is 
simply a contest between two adverse systems ef government and civilizatio 
one or the other of which must necessarily fall to the ground, as the result 
the gigantic legal efforts of the Chief-Justice—when, we repeat, a high judicial 
officer descends to the rehearsal of such clap trap, either for, home or forei 
effect, we regret to say he mistakes his honorable position and descends to the 
level of the political hustings, relinquishing all claim to forbearance from direct 
criticism on the part of public journalists. Simply, the language of Judge 
McKean, in the closing paragraph of his opinion yesterday, was that of a 
demagogue instead of the words which should proceed from the mouth of the 
Chief-Justice of Utah Territory. A perusal of that paragraph will satisfy our 
readers upon this point.

Such a question is often asked the Latter-day Saint who has borne a fervent 
testimony to the knowledge he possesses that he is engaged in the great work 
God has established on the earth in these days. | .

creatures, without insulting the Oreator. 

No matter how the Lord may have revealed His laws to him, either by His 
own presence, by holy angels, by dreams, by visions, or by the still small voice 
of His Spirit, it is the same. The man who, after he has partaken of any of 
these powers of the world to come, will allow that he is open to conviction, 
admits at the same time his unbelief in the omnipotence of the Great Reve-

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‘lator ; he admits that the arguments of the heathen 1 more convincing 
than the Spirit of God, and that it is possible for the Lord to reveal to him 
that which is {juntrue. 

That which a man does know of a sureity is not, Wand en e argu- 
ment. For inetance, he knows that he has an existence ou the earth. He 
would deem the man an idiot whe would try to convince him to the contrary. 
He knows that, under all ordinary circumstances water will drown and fire will 
burn. He cannot be argued out of those facts. So with the knowledge of 
spiritual truths. The man who will admit to himself that he is willing to 
have the principles of his religion proved false, and will, if the reasons be to 
him conclusive, acknowledge them so, has not a direct and definite knowledge. 
True, he may have a strong faith, but he has not knowledge. : 

Had Abraham allowed the inhabitants of the cities of the plain, or any 
others, to convince him that the revelations of heaven given to him were in- 
correct, would he ever have béGome the Father of the Faithful, the friend of 
God, the ancestor of the Redeemer? No! assuredly not. 

Had Moses permitted some heathen Egyptian or unbelieving Hebrew to 
argue with him until he doubted the Lord’s appearing in the burning bush 
and the divine mission to which he was called, would the world ever have 
known of him as a great lawgiver, a mighty Prophet, a type of Christ? We 
think not. 

Had Nephi, the son of Lehi, admitted the arguments of his wicked brothers, 
Laman and Lemuel, who sought to prove that the revelations of God to him were 
fallacies and impositions, would he have become the founder of a people great 
in the past, but who will be mightier in the future, a king and a priest unto 
God? No, verily no. 

Had Joseph, our beloved Prophet, permitted the arguments of a hireling 
priesthood to affect his mind so that he doubted whether Gud had commenced, 
through him, to build up His kingdom, that the Father and the Son and holy 
angels had appeared unto him, what would have become of him?
